Session 1915 - 1910, October 4fA, 1915.

Martin, an undergraduate of Trinity Collese, whose death 
was reported this week.

Several university companies have been formed jin 
connectiion with the other Universities of the Deminion, 
sores of which are now at the front. Last week I received 
@ very interestiins letter from Mr. ‘Hodder hKilliams of our 
History staff who went to Fngland as Sergeant with No.2 
Platoon of the 2nd Company, but who has been given a 
Commission since in an fnélish regiment. The 2nd Company 
consists of sixty men, who have been jained to the 
Princess Patricias. All the officers are Varsity men, 
aimost every college and feculty being represented. Their
